Firm rined 
after worker 
loses leg in 
scaffold fall 


A WORKER who had no recognised 
training as a scaffolder, had to have a 
lower leg amputated after he fell from 
unguarded scaffolding, a court has heard. 

Andrew Gore (37), from Mountain Ash, was 
helping to dismantle the scaffolding outside a 
nursing home in Merthyr Mawr Road, Bridgend, 
when he fell around four metres to the ground. 

The incident, in June 2013, was investigated by 
the Health and Safety Executive (HSE), which 
prosecuted his employers, Mills Scaffold Company 
Limited, at Bridgend Magistrates on June 23. 

The court heard that the scaffold, erected by Mills 
Scaffold Company Ltd, was three lifts high and Mr 
Gore was working on the second lift. Another 
scaffolder was on the lift above, passing down parts 
of the scaffold to him, which he, in turn, passed on 
to a labourer on the ground. 

Mr Gore was not wearing a harness and the lift 
was just two boards wide. The firm had failed to put 
any guardrails in place. Mr Gore had undone the 
swivel coupling at the bottom of a brace, which he 
then inadvertently leaned on. 

The brace moved and he fell to the ground, 
causing severe injuries. Since the incident, he has 
spent most of the last year in hospital and undergone 
a number of operations. 


The incident was only reported to HSE six 
months later, when he made an insurance claim after 
he had to have his lower leg amputated, because of 
an infection following the injury. The company was 
issued with a Prohibition Notice by HSE in 2012 for 
a similar offence. 

HSE’s investigation found that Mr Gore had not 
been given training in the safe erection or 
dismantling of scaffolding.

tribunals, except 
with respect to 
equal pay and 
discrimination. 

The only other way to 
redress a grievance is 
via a service complaint 
or judicial review. 
When service personnel 
find themselves in 
conflict with their 
employer the MoD, they 
have few options in 
seeking justice. 

Last week in the 
Commons I revealed 
that over 1,400 service 
personnel had been 
wrongly disciplined 
over three years. 

This all began with a 
change in the law which 
was not spotted by 
military lawyers. A 
police caution is a 
warning given to people 
persuaded to admit to a 
minor first offence. 

In November 2008, a 
change to the 
Rehabilitation of 


Offenders Act meant 
that police cautions were 
considered spent the 
second they are issued. 

The change meant 
that the army should 
have stopped 

disciplining soldiers 
who received police 
cautions. But, the Army 
only noted the change in 
September 2011, by 
which point around 
1,400 personnel, some 
of them Iraq and 
Afghanistan veterans, 
had received a range of 
disciplinary actions, 
including loss of pay, 
loss of promotion, 
demotion and even 
discharge from the 
service. 

In January 2013, The 
Times revealed that the 
army was aware of the 
problem, quoting Army 
minutes of January 
2012: “There could be 
potential claims from 
those Armed Forces 
personnel who have 
been subject to 
administrative action as 
a result of a police 
caution since Dec 08, in 
particular from those 
discharged.” 

A passage from 
another Army briefing 
said: “We are offering 


re-instatement to all 
soldiers discharged 
following a caution who 
make an in time SC. 
The longer we take no 
action the fewer the ‘in 
time’ complaints about 
other sanctions there 
will be. MoD policy 
may be not to accept out 
of time complaints on 
this issue.” 

In responding to the 
Times article the MoD 
said: “It is completely 
untrue to suggest that we 
have deliberately stalled 
on alerting soldiers 
affected by this. A 
number of options are 
now being looked at and 
discussions are 

ongoing.” 

As many of you 
know, I have been 
waging a long campaign 
about bullying and 
abuse within the armed 


forces. In January, I re¬ 
read the Times article. It 
left me wondering what 
options the army had 
taken so I began asking 
Parliamentary questions. 

I asked what progress 
the MoD had made on 
addressing the wrongful 
application of the 
Rehabilitation of 

Offenders Act. 

I was told the MoD 
was aware of the issue 
and is exploring a range 
of potential options. In 
other words, nothing had 
been done. 

I asked what 
compensation had been 
paid to the personnel 
affected and was told no 
compensation had been 
paid. 

I asked how many 
had lost out on 
promotion and was told 
this information could 


be provided only at 
disproportionate cost; a 
common departmental 
way of avoiding 
providing information. 

I asked what steps 
had been taken to 
reverse sanctions and 
was told no steps had 
been taken. 

I asked how many 
personnel were out of 
time to make a 
complaint to the service 
complaints 
commissioner. 

I was told that: a 
service complaint must 
normally relate to an 
event which happened in 
the previous three 
months. 

As it is no longer the 
policy to consider 
administrative action 
against service 

personnel who are in 
receipt of a police 
caution, all personnel 
who have been subject 
to such action in the past 
would now be out of 
time. 

PQs having failed, I 
submitted a Freedom of 
Information request 
asking for copies of the 
minutes of the Army 
Justice Board meetings 
where the issue of action 
taken against service 


personnel after a police 
caution had been 
discussed. The reply 
from the minster 
informed me that: 

“Whilst there is a 
public interest in 
transparency in the 
service justice system, 
my officials have 
determined that on this 
occasion this does not 
outweigh the very strong 
public interest in 
allowing officials and 
military personnel to 
exchange full and frank 
advice.” 

Despite this, as does 
happen, someone 
provided me with copies 
of the minutes and I 
learned that 1,300 
personnel had been 
cautioned; 246 had been 
demoted or denied 
promotion and, an 
unknown number had 
been discharged from 
the army. 

The minutes also 
revealed the army 
believed that anyone 
who had left the armed 
forces would have to 
take the very expensive 
route of a judicial 
review. 

This made me very 
angry because the right 
to operate a separate 
military justice system is 
granted to the armed 
forces by Parliament. A 
right given to no other 
department of state. 
This was an injustice. 
As an MP I had been 
denied access to 
documents which a 
journalist had. 

Fortunately, the 
Service Complaints 
Commissioner (SCC) 
agreed with me. In 
replying to a letter I 
wrote to her outlining 
my concerns she said: 
“My stance has been 
that the just and 
equitable test does 
preclude a service from 
relying on its own 
failure to inform Service 
personnel of the correct 
situation. 

“So, whilst lack of 
awareness that someone 
could make a service 
complaint may not be 
sufficient reason, a lack 
of awareness because a 
service has failed to 
inform someone that 
they have been wronged 
would be sufficient. 

“The three months in 
those circumstances 
should run from the date 
that an individual found 
out the position and 
could make an informed 
decision on whether to 
submit a complaint.” 

I believe the army 
must track down the 
individuals affected and 
advise them of their 
right to make a 
confidential complaint 
via the SCC. The wrong 
must be righted.

Gas distribution business 
Wales & West Utilities has 
partnered with Theatr Na nOg to 
take ‘A Breath of Fresh Air’, 
which is a mixture of drama and 
storytelling, to schools across 
the company’s network. 

It focuses on the dangers of 
carbon monoxide (CO) 
poisoning, and pupils at the 


school have been asked to take 
the message home to parents, 
grandparents and carers. 

Carbon monoxide is known 
as ‘the silent killer’. It’s a 
poisonous gas that can be 
emitted by faulty appliances 
powered by gas or any other 
fuel that bums. It’s colourless, 
odourless and tasteless, but is 
highly poisonous and causes 
around 40 fatalities in the UK 
every year. 

Jaime Falarczyk, corporate 
affairs manager, said: “We 
needed to get across a hard¬ 
hitting message about the 
dangers of CO poisoning, but in 


children, students and older 
people are most at risk. This 
play was created to target pupils 
in years 5 and 6, and an 
invitation to the performance 
was also extended to 
grandparents. 

Sara Lewis, Theatr na nOg 
scriptwriter and director, said: 


If anyone suspects CO 
poisoning, they should turn 
appliances off and open doors 
and windows to ventilate the 
area. Get everyone outside into 
fresh air immediately and call 
the National Gas Emergency 
Service on 0800 111 999. 


Rudi is out 
looking for 
glow worms

A YOUNG 

naturalist from 
Bridgend is out on 
the hunt for some 
interesting bugs this 
summer. 

Rudi Bright, the 
youngest member of the 
Wildlife Tmst of South 
and West Wales, can be 
found out on nature 
reserves in the evening 
looking for some 
intriguing creatures. 

Glow worms are not in 
fact worms. They are 
beetles, and produce a 
rather spectacular glow 
and use their glowing 
bottoms to attract a mate. 

A spokesman said: 
“On a summer’s night, 
you may be lucky 
enough to see the small 
green light glowing in 
the darkness. Although 
the larvae and males can 
also glow, this is likely to 
be the female glow 
worm, which glows 
brightest in order to 
attract the flying males. 
Once mated, the female 
will cease glowing and 
lay between 20 and 150 
eggs under stones, logs 
or vegetation. 

Rudi, aged 10, is 
helping the wildlife trust 
to seek out glow worms 
on nature reserves such 
as Parc Slip, near Tondu. 


Rudi said: “Helping the 
trust find out where the 
beetles are means that we 
can make sure they have 
the habitat to thrive in. It 
is also a lot of fun 
looking for them.” 

“It’s thought that the 
numbers of glow worms 
are declining, so it’s 
important to find out 
where they are so we can 
help protect them.” 

The spokesman added: 
“This is the time of year 
to go out spotting for 
glow worms, from June 
to July. If you go out 
just after dark and look 
where there are lots of 
snails (which is their 
favourite food) then you 
may be lucky and spot 
some. 

“Why not encourage 
these fantastic creatures 
into your back garden? 
Simply create a log pile 
plus leave an area of 
grass to grow and you 
may see some strange 
green lights at the bottom 
of your garden. 

“If you do spot glow 
worms, it is really 
important to let your 
local biodiversity record 
centre know and help 
protect this glowing 
example of wildlife.”

BRYNTEG STUDENTS 
TACKLE MENSA TEST 


EARLIER this year, 
87 pupils from years 
7-9 at Brynteg 
Comprehensive 
School sat the 
annual Mensa High 
IQ test. 

Pupils were selected 
on the basis that they 
were performing to a 
high level in the core 
subjects in school. 

The test cannot be 
revised for and success 
and is based on the 
pupils’ ability to think 
and reason. The IQ score 
for an average person is 
100 . 

Many pupils who sat 
the test were delighted to 
discover that their IQ had 
increased from the 
previous year. This year, 
21 pupils were invited to 
join the High IQ society. 
They all achieved an IQ 
score of over 148.

Without 
it, I wouldn’t be living, 
just existing. All I 
would be able to do is 
read. 

“It’s meant I am still 
independent. I’m able to 
live in the home I built 
with my husband, meet 
my friends, go to the 
theatre and travel 


abroad. 

“All this would be 
impossible if I couldn’t 
hear. Having the 
implant also means I can 
hear my family, 
especially my great¬ 
grandchildren. It is so 
important to be able to 
talk to them. 

“Even just hearing the 
birds singing in the 
morning is lovely.” 

Before they are 
accepted for a cochlear 
implant, a Princess of 
Wales patient is assessed 
by every member of the 
team, which includes 
consultant surgeons, 
hearing therapists, 
audiologists and speech 
and language therapists. 

The Princess of Wales 
Hospital team is one of 
only three in Wales and 
sees patients of all ages 
from Bridgend to 
Aberystwyth and parts 
of mid Wales.

DANGER WARNING 


‘Don’t wash raw 
chicken before 
you cook it!’ 


THE Food 

Standard Agency 
has launched a 
national campaign 
to warn the public 
of the dangers of 
Campylobacter 
bacteria, which can 
be spread by 
washing raw 

chicken. 

The bacteria is 
responsible for around 
280,000 cases of food 
poisoning in the UK 
every year, and can be

Mr Davies, who 
campaigned for the 
Revlon end of the site to 
be cleared after its 
owners left it partially 
demolished, said that he 
was pleased something 
was being done with this 
land at last. 

“I have no quarrel 
with the plans for 125 
new homes or for the 
Extra Care home,” he 
said. “But I will not 
support plans to build 
shops here. 

“There would not be 
enough business from 
125 new houses to 
justify even one 
convenience store but 
the plans state that they 
want to build both food 
and non-food retail 
outlets. 

“This would imply 
that the shops will be 
destination stores which 
will draw the life blood 
away from Maesteg 
town centre. 

“At this moment, 
there are a dozen empty 
shops in town plus some 
empty stalls at the new 
outdoor market. And 
that does not count the 
shops which have been 
converted recently into 
dental surgeries, 
hairdressers, tanning and 
nail salons and take¬ 
aways. 

“The retail base in 
Maesteg is shrinking and 
shopper choice is 
diminishing as shops 
have closed. Anything 
which takes more trade 
away from the town 
centre must be resisted 
at all costs. 

“What was the point 
of the council spending 
more than £2m 
revamping the market if 
business is to be drawn 
more than a mile from 
the town to this former 
factory site? Yes to the 
houses and yes to the 
Extras Care but no to the 
shops. 

“I also have doubts 
about the proposals for a 
new pub on this site. 
There are already too 
many closed pubs in the 
town while others 
struggle on. I would 
suggest that the last 
thing Maesteg needs is 
another pub. Let’s see 
some of the closed ones 
re-open.”

Charles and Camilla 
heading for the 
Vale and Pencoed! 


NEXT Tuesday (July 1), 
royal watchers will be out 
in force as Prince Charles 
and Camilla, Duchess of 
Cornwall, will be making 
three visits to the Vale and 
Bridgend county borough. 

The day starts with a visit to the 
newly-restored Galilee Chapel in 
Llantwit Major, which now holds 
one of the most important 
collections of Celtic Christian 
stones in the UK. 

The royal party are expected to 
stay for an hour. A walkabout 
through the old section of the town 
is planned, but no details have 
been released yet. 

The next stop for Charles and 
Camilla is Dyffryn House and 
Gardens. 

Prince Charles last visited the 


house in 2007. Since then, the 
National Trust has taken over the 
running of the house, and a major 
restoration project is under way. 

Following that visit, Charles 
and Camilla will attend separate 
engagements. 

While the Duchess visits the 
Welsh War Memorial in Cardiff, 
The Prince of Wales will tour 
Sony’s Bridgend factory. 

The company was particularly 
keen for the Prince to revisit the 
plant since he played a key role in 
bringing the factory to Wales in 
the first place. 

In 1972, while on tour to Japan, 
he met Akio Morita and suggested 
to him the idea of establishing a 
Sony plant in Wales. 

Two years later, the original 
factory was opened, and since 
then it has provided considerable 


employment opportunities in the 
area, with 340 people currently 
directly employed by Sony. 

There are four main areas of 
business at the Sony UK 
Technology Centre - the 
manufacture of high-quality 
broadcast and professional 
cameras and camera systems, 
Sony’s main UK and European 
Customer Service and Repairs 
Centre and third-party contract 
manufacturing which includes the 
Raspberry Pi, a credit card sized 
mini-computer. 

It also has a Business 
Incubation Centre, which now 
houses 34 related start-ups who 
are able to access specialist 
support services, employing 
approximately 260 people who are 
based at the Sony UK Technology 
Centre.

Mills Scaffold Company Ltd 
of Church Street, Mountain Ash, 
pleaded guilty to a breach of the 
Work at Height regulations and 
Reporting of Injuries 
Regulations, as the incident was 
not reported to HSE. The 
company was fined a total of 
£15,000 and ordered to pay 
£1,118 in costs. 

HSE Inspector Hayley Healey, 
speaking after the hearing, said: 
“Mr Gore has suffered a great 


deal of pain and life-changing 
injuries. As a single parent of two 
young children, one of whom he 
has custody for, his life has 
changed dramatically. 

“This was a totally needless 
incident which could have been 
avoided if Mills Scaffold 
Company had ensured a safe 
system of work had been in place. 
And it was their responsibility to 
make sure trained workers were 
used on the scaffolding. There is 
plenty of industry guidance 


available about safely 
dismantling scaffolding. 

“If simple methods of work 
had been followed, levels of 
competency checked and good 
supervision in place on site, this 
work could have been carried out 
safely. 

“Ealls from height remains one 
of the most common causes of 
fatalities and major injuries in the 
construction industry, with more 
than five incidents every day.”

MISS Vale of Glamorgan, Zoe 
Hodgkinson met the Mayor of the Vale, 
Conn Howard Hamilton and Jane Hutt 
AM in the Barry Memorial Hall at the 
Inspire Adult Award events. 

Afterwards, Ms Hutt said: “Zoe is keen to raise 
funds for charity and support events across the Vale. 
A hair stylist and former pupil of Bryn Hafren 
School, Zoe is enjoying her new role as Miss Vale of 
Glamorgan.” 


Davies and showed me 
to the changing rooms, 
where I slipped on the 
ubiquitous white, fluffy 
robe, then waddled 
(thick towelling is not 
exactly catwalk) 
through a dimly-lit, 
sweet-smelling maze of 
corridors towards one 
of the 19 treatment 
rooms. 

Natalie explained 
that it was the Sundari 
room, which is where 
they carry out the 
Indian massage 
treatments. Their 
Sundari Odati massage 
was named the Most 
Marvellous Massage in 
the UK by the Good 
Spa Guide in 2012, 
which also awarded the 
Spa the deliciously-apt 
‘5 bubble’ rating. I 
knew I was in good 
hands. 

‘Sundari’ is actually 
the Bengali word for 
‘beautiful’ - and the 
room itself lived up to 
its name. The smell of 
enticing oils. Aplushly 
covered bed, in rich 
Eastern colours and a 
Buddha placed on top. 

A Sundari treatment 
is tailored to an 
individual’s ‘dosha’ or 
mind-body condition, of 
which there are, 
apparently three types: 
vata, pitta and kapha. I 
am apparently a mixture 
of vata and pitta, which 
basically means I am a 
stressed-out, frantic, 
whippet of a woman, 
who never sits still. 

Spot on. Natalie then 
explained that she was 
actually going to give 
me a Swedish full-body 
massage that day. The 
name was immaterial. 

I succumbed 
instantly and climbed 
on to the inviting bed. 

Dimmed lighting, a 
warm blanket to soften 
my crunchy, knotted 
bones and the ambience 
of an Indian temple. 

Had I had the energy, I 
would have pinched 
myself. 

Instead, I lay, being 
firmly massaged and 
deknotted by Natalie’s 
expert hands (and 
forearms?), with 
comforting Clarins oils, 
while I silently dribbled 
onto the fluffy, 
towelling pillow 
(apologies to laundry 
staff at the Vale). 

Seriously, it really 
was the most 
exquisitely relaxing 
experience and 
restorative by the 
bucket load. I did take 
some mid-massage pics 
of me (selfies. Gosh, I 
am so down with the 
kids), but I really do 
look quite demented 
with my oily hair and 
nose too close to the 
camera, so decided that 
an after-pic, fully- 
clothed, would have to 
do. 

Me with Natalie and 
me with my other new 
bezzie, Buddha. I start 
dribbling again just 
thinking about it. 

Debbie Searle, spa 
operations manager, 
was keen to point out 


the range that the Spa 
offers: “There are over 
50 treatments to choose 
from, with prices for 
massages ranging from 
£33 upwards. There are 
also many day 
packages. One of our 
best offers is the 
Wednesday and 
Thursday afternoon 
package - ‘Me Time’ 
and ‘Chill 

‘n’Chocolate’ . Both 
include lunch, a 55 
minute aromatherapy 
massage and afternoon 
tea and cakes”. 

Mmmm. 

Lindsey Gibson, 
membership advisor at 
the Vale Health Club, 
reminds me that this 
month, they are offering 
the first month free for 
family memberships: 
“The club boasts just 
under 3,000 members 
and as well as the 
vibrant spa facilities 
and treatments, there is 
a state-of-the-art gym 
and 80 plus classes on 
offer, ranging from 
Zumba to outdoor 
fitness, to those who 
take up membership. 

“And, of course, we 
have our two golf 
courses. Monthly 
memberships start at 
£59”. Debbie points 
out that it is possible to 
access spa treatments 
without becoming a 
member. I, for one, 
can’t wait to return. 

A few weeks later, 
still feeling replenished 
from the Vale 
experience, I drove 
slightly closer to home 
(for me) to the 
encouragingly named 
Tranquility Spa at the 
Virgin Active Club in 
Bridgend. 

Set in slightly less 
inviting surroundings, 
on the edge of Waterton 
Retail Park, just off the 
dual carriageway, the 
club is, nevertheless, 
extremely inviting once 
inside, consistent with a 
smaller venue - a cosy 
feel. 

With an arguably 
younger ‘vibe’ than the 
Vale, the facilities are 
just as impressive. 

There is an equally 
well-equipped gym and 
up to 70 classes a week, 
including Bootcamp 
Circuits, Dance 
Aerobics, Burn 360 
(ouch) and the much- 
gentler sounding 
Mature Movers. With 
an old hip injury, I 
know which one, if any, 
I would manage. 
Thankfully, no classes 
were on the menu for 
me for this assignment. 
Phew. 

I had already spoken 
to my therapist on the 
phone, a bubbly, chirpy 
young woman by the 
very apt name of 
Shelley Stones (hot 
stones massage? 
Perfect!) and she was 
there to greet me on my 
arrival, as perky and 
amiable in the flesh. 

A much smaller spa 
than the Vale, with just 
three treatment rooms 
and one spray tan room, 
the club as a whole

nevertheless boasts an 
equally impressive 
2,000 plus members, 
but it was quiet when I 
was there - again, just 
after lunch. This is the 
time to go, chaps, if you 
don’t work nine to five. 

Shelley, one of three 
therapists, gave me my 
robe - just as fluffy! - 
and I replicated my Vale 
experience by starting 
off with a gentle swim. 

I was the only one in 
the pool: perfect. 

Stopping for breath 
after a few lengths, I 
optimistically asked the 
lifeguard how many 
lengths I’d need to 
swim to make a mile. 
“Sixty four”, was the 
cheery response. 

I fell somewhat {for 
somewhat, read 
drastically) short of that 
mark, wanting, of 
course, to leisurely soak 
up the atmosphere... A 
few moments in the 
blissful whirlpool, 
followed by the muscle- 
relaxing sauna and I felt 
ready to be pampered. 

Shelley took me into 
Room 1 (images of 
Winston Smith in 
Orwell’s 1984, flashed 
before my eyes - I was 
glad we weren’t on the 
first floor...), a dimly-lit 
haven, with gentle wafts 
of relaxing scents 
permeating the air. I 
felt instantly de- 
stressed. No Buddha 
this time, but just as 
welcoming. Shelley 
asked me to smell two 
different Espa oils, to 
find out which one 
suited my personality 
and needs. Not 
surprisingly, I gravitated 
towards the one which 
would relax me. 

“You can tell by your 
choice what your body 
needs” said Shelley 
authoritatively, “and 
you are clearly 
stressed”. I lay face 
down on the betowelled 
bed (why aren’t our 
own towels ever so 
fluffy?) and popped my 
head into the oval hole 
at the top, resisting the 
urge to gum and 
awaiting my second 
dose of nirvana. I was 
not disappointed. 

A firm sweep up and 
down my back and I 
was instantly in the 
Land of Dribble. By 
the time Shelley got to 
my legs - one of the 
best leg massages I 
have ever had, using 


firm, twisting motions - 
I had been utterly 
transported. 

This time, I also felt 
that Shelley was using 
her full forearm and 
elbows for part of the 
back massage, which 
offered, as in the Vale, a 
deep - and deeply 
satisfying - result. The 
final head massage was 
so good, I swear I 
gmnted. The same 
”aah” moment that you 
get when you bite into a 
firm chunk of choccy. 
Heavenly. 

Prices for massage 
treatments start from 
£23.40 with a 10 per 
cent reduction for club 
members. “Club 
membership” says 
membership coordinator 
Rhys Webb, “comes at 
£49.95 a month for 
individuals and there is 
no joining fee. July 
comes free if you join 
this month”. 

Both experiences left 
me feeling utterly 
relaxed - blissfully 
blobby, in fact. For me, 
an hour’s massage is the 
sensual, therapeutic 
equivalent of a week’s 
holiday - and clearly a 
good deal cheaper. 

In the wake of 
National Massage Day, 

I am fully supportive of 
the motion being 
proposed to get 
massage on the NHS, 
although there are

clearly more pressing 
issues to be dealt with 
regarding the NHS in 
Wales at the moment. 

As someone with 
ongoing muscular- 
skeletal problems 
(breaking a hip is one 
of the most serious 
bones one can break), I 
know how helpful this 
type of treatment - 
carried out by 
professionals - can be. 

The benefits of 
regular massage are 
legion: it can help or 
prevent physical and 
emotional stress, raise 
self esteem, help 
minimise the symptoms 
of many disorders and 
assist recovery from 
treatment and surgery. 


I will definitely be 
booking a few more 
treatments. All I need 
now is a free day, when 
I am not celebrating Be 
Nice To Nettles Day 
(honestly), Rubber 
Eraser Day and, my all- 
time favourite, Don’t 
Step On A Bee Day 
(July 10). 

Life can, indeed, be 
very sweet.

Glamorgan Trading 
Standards officers 
are warning 
residents of a scam 
involving calls 
offering to reduce 
council tax bills. 

Callers claim to be 
able to do this as the 
house may be in the 
wrong band. They also 
say refunds can be 
claimed for previous 
overpayments. 

They request payment 
details to process a £50 
upfront fee to open the 
file, but the council 
warns: “Residents 
should be aware that if 
their property is in the 
wrong band it can be 
corrected, free of charge, 
by contacting the 
Valuation Office on 
03000 505505. 

“ In addition, some of 
the properties involved 
were in the lowest priced 
band ‘A’ and could not 
possibly have bills 
reduced. 

“It is not clear 
whether any reduction is 
ever obtained for 
residents, but the 


scammers are then in 
possession of important 
bank or credit card 
details.” 

Principal Trading 
Standards Officer 
Christina Roberts- 
Kinsey commented: 
“Vale residents are urged 
to refrain from offering 
important data such as 
bank details to anyone, 
unless they are 
completely sure that it is 
safe to do so. 

“If you are in any 
doubt or you require 
information relating to 
your council tax 
account, you are advised 
to contact the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council Tax 
Section on 01446 
700111.” 

Residents who have 
already given their 
account details over the 
phone are advised to 
contact their banks as 
soon as possible. 

If you believe you’ve 
received a similar call, 
report it to Citizens ’ 
Advice, on 08454 04 05 
06. This information is 
immediately sent to the 
council’s Trading 
Standards service.

FENSA 
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AN AM SEEKS ACTION

PACT meetings 


THE Natural 
Resources 
Minister has been 
asked to intervene 
in the row over 
thousands of 
tonnes of silt 
dumped in 
Porthcawl. 

Suzy Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative regional 
AM for south Wales 


west, contacted Alun 
Davies AM to ask him 
to use whatever powers 
he has to force BCBC 
to remove the 15,000 
tonnes of silt, plus a 
further 100 tonnes of 
building rubble, 
dumped on Salt Lake. 

The silt was dredged 
from the harbour and 
has been found to 
contain a number of 
chemicals and other 


contaminants. 

She pointed out that 
the council said last 
week its preferred 
option is to retain the 
waste on site, where it 
will spread it and plant 
it with wild flowers 
until it is needed as in¬ 
fill for building work on 
the site. 

But in her letter, Mrs 
Davies, who is Shadow 
minister for tourism. 


claimed the council had 
breached its own 
planning conditions. 

She stated: “There is 
no sign of the waste 
being moved on even 
now. 

“Its location means it 
is an eyesore in a town 
whose economy is 
based on tourism. 

“The council has 
tried to reassure 
everyone that the 


contamination levels are 
below the necessary 
threshold for safety - 
but as time goes on, 
people are becoming 
less certain about what 
kind of chemical 
changes may be taking 
place.” 

She asked him to see 
what enforcement 
powers lie with him and 
also with Natural 
Resources Wales to get 
rid of the waste. 

Suzy Davies has also 
been in touch directly 
with Natural Resources 
Wales asking them to 
investigate the position 
in Porthcawl urgently. 

In a reply from the 
district operations team 
manager, she was told 
that as she has now 
raised this matter with 
Natural Resources 
Wales directly, they will 
investigate the condition 
of the silt and speak to 
BCBC about its 
intended use. 

Mrs Davies added: “I 
have asked them to treat 
this as a matter of 
urgency. BCBC is 
saying that they want to 
retain the silt in situ but 
I understand that the 
landowners may 
consider legal action 
unless this is removed 
in accordance with the 
agreement between the 
two parties. 


“The cost of moving 
this silt and taking it to 
a proper disposal site 
has been put at 
£250,000 by the council 
and if they had to take 
this route, that would 
add further to the 
£890,000 overspend 
they incurred on the 
work at the harbour”.

a trier in Mamma 
Mia, there have 
been plenty 
gracing cinemas. 

The latest of these 
has the added allure of 
being directed by Clint 
Eastwood - Jersey 
Boys. It tells the story 
of the rise of four young 
men from the wrong 
part of town (played by 
John Lloyd Young, 

Erich Bergen, Vincent 
Piazza and Michael 
Lomenda) who become 
Frankie Valli and The 
Four Seasons, and how 
their upbringing brings 
them closer together as 
their fame increases, 
and then tears them 
apart... 

Some musicals 
weave songs into the 
narrative as a way of 
expressing characters’ 
thoughts and 
motivations, but Jersey 
Boys takes a different 
path. This telling of the 
rise, fall and reunion of 
Frankie Valli and the 
Four Seasons interjects 
their music organically 
into proceedings, 
whether it be a 
recording session or live 
performance, which 


gives it a more 
straightforward feel, 
less like a musical and 
more like a dramatic 
recounting of events 
with songs thrown in. 

Cinematically, it’s a 
concept that works - 
particularly given that 
it’s based on true 
events - so the 
hullabaloo that Clint 
Eastwood would be 
directing a musical is 
something of a fallacy; 
instead he brings a 
stylish sheen and 
cinematic sensibility to 
what proves to be an 
entertaining, if slightly 
undercooked and 
cursory, look at one of 
the 1960s’ most 
impressive acts. 

Its narrative form is 
not unlike your 
traditional cautionary 
story of the rise and fall 
of a group of 
individuals who seemed 
to have it all, only for 
egos and success to get 
in the way. The film 
doesn’t deviate from 
this path to any great 
deal, and as such feels 
like an overview of the 
band and the individuals 
within, rather than 
digging deep into their 


history. Unsurprisingly, 
given his producer’s 
credit, Valli comes out 
of it the best, an honest, 
honourable man trying 
to do his best but 
struggling against the 
power of the band and 
his home life. 

The rest of the 
characters aren’t quite 
given the ‘warts ‘n all’ 
treatment, as the film 
never really delves too 
deeply, but they don’t 
come out of it as 
sweetly as the singer. 

The performances 
can’t help but feel 
somewhat stagey 
(especially as the main 
four were all in the 
stage show), but they 
aren’t too bad. 

John Lloyd Young 
lacks charisma, but has 
a tremendous voice, 
Michael Lomenda and 
Erich Bergen do a 
decent job with their 
roles, while Vincent 
Piazza shines the 
brightest as the money- 
haemorrhaging Tommy, 
the actor having perhaps 
the showiest role. 

Christopher Walken’s 
small role as a man the 
band can turn to when 
things get slightly 


treacherous is notable 
only for how much 
Walken is simply 
playing himself, but he 
adds levity when 
required. 

This film is probably 
the biggest anomaly yet 
on Clint Eastwood’s 
directorial CV, yet the 
veteran director, a man 
not known, on the 
surface, for his love of 
Broadway musicals, 
offers a film that looks 
visually stylish (the 
slightly hazy visual 
period feel riffing on his 
work with Changeling) 
and coasts along with 
easy-going charm. 

He also transposes 
the film’s stage roots by 
giving the film a sense 
of scope (keep an eye 
for the end credit 
sequence which is a 
wonderful blend of 
stage and screen) and 
while it doesn’t touch 
his best work it’s 
nothing to be sniffed at. 

What is lacking is 
any real substance; the 
story is intriguing and 
interesting (who knew 
how important Joe Pesci 
was to the formative 
group, for example) but 
feels a little sanitised, a

THE Karate Wales Governing 
Body sent a squad of 40 
competitors from seven clubs 
and associations, plus eight 
coaches and a referee, to the 
WUKF (World Union of 
Karate-Do Federations) 
European Championships for

NO, NOT AGAINr 

W ELSH frustration could be felt 
all the way from Nelspruit to 
Nantymoel, as a truly 
monumental effort to claim an elusive 
South African scalp, was agonisingly 
denied by a penalty try awarded in the 
dying minutes of Saturday’s pulsating 
second test. 

And what a superb effort it was - as 
Warren Gatland’s team, showing only two 
changes from the limp side ruthlessly 
crushed in the 38-16 first test defeat at 
Durban just the week before, were suddenly 
transformed into a potent attacking force - 
and this time the boot was on the other foot, 
with the vaunted ’Boks desperately 
scrambling to stay on terms straight from 
the kick-off. 

Head coach Gatland had been under 
pressure from a passionate nation of three 
million rugby selectors and a strident media 
calling for wholesale Welsh changes after the 
first test horror show, but stood staunchly 
by his tried and tested squad - with only 
veteran Adam Jones making way for young 
Samson Lee at tight head and flanker Josh 
Turnbull coming in to add more breakdown 
muscle on the problem open-side. 

The players rewarded the 
Kiwi’s faith in full with a remarkable, all¬ 
round team performance that must surely 
rank as one of their most commanding and 
convincing of recent years - and certainly 
didn’t deserve the heartbreak of a 31-30 
defeat - after having led all the way for all 
but four minutes to full time. 

Little wonder that a visibly disappointed 
Gatland confessed afterwards that it was 
probably the toughest defeat of the whole of 
his coaching career, adding - ^WVe are 
absolutely gutted”. 

He refused to blame referee Steve Walsh 
(no stranger to controversy) for awarding 
the last ditch penalty try, after ruling that 


Wales fullback Liam Williams had 
prevented a certain touchdown in the corner 
with an illegal shoulder charge tackle on 
Springbok wing Cornal Hendricks. 

The resulting straightforward conversion 
bang in front of the posts clinched an 
unlikely one-point victory for the mightily- 
relieved South Africans - their 26th in 28 
matches between the two. Wales have only 
won once with one match drawn, both at 
home. 

“/t was a big improvement on the first test. 
We had worked very hard and I am proud of 
the turnaround... But we just weren^t quite 
good enough,” Gatland summed up 
candidly. 

Mind you, that certainly did not seem to 
be the case for the bulk of the 80 minutes, 
for in complete contrast to the Durban no- 
show, this time it was a far more purposeful 
and dynamic Wales who started off with real 
intent. 

A revitalised Mike Phillips shrugged off 
pre-match media speculation that his place 
was under serious threat, to lead the way 
with trademark charges upfield from the 
base of the scrum, and wing Alex Cuthbert 
also showed a heartening appetite to get 
involved as the Welsh attack suddenly 
remembered how good it is and slipped 
smoothly into gear. 

The intense pressure told, forcing the 
startled Springboks into uncharacteristic 
errors. Outside half Dan Biggar, who had 
failed with an earlier penalty attempt, then 
made no mistake to put Wales 3-0 ahead. 

His opposite number, Morne Steyn, failed 
to level the score when Wales were penalised 
but the tourists then had a purple handling 
patch with the predatory Cuthbert again 
highly prominent - first giving a try-scoring 
pass to Jamie Roberts and then rounding off 


a flowing team movement with a try of his 
own. Both were converted by Biggar to give 
Wales a 17-0 lead with just 22 minutes gone. 

If the stunned Springboks had expected 
the second test to follow a similar pattern to 
the first hopelessly one-sided affair, they 
now realised that such complacency was 
misplaced, and that the rampant men in red 
were no longer the easy pushover of a week 
before. It stung them into action... 

Suddenly, it was Wales scrambling in 
frantic defence on their own line and the 
purple patch was replaced by the red mist of 
indiscipline, when in the space of four 
minutes, first Luke Charteris was handed a 
yellow card, and then Biggar was also sent 
to the sin bin - and a penalty try awarded - 
reducing the tourists to 13 men against one 
of the top three sides in the world, and 
threatening a mortal blow to Welsh hopes. 

As it was, just as in the previous week, 
when Jamie Roberts spent 10 minutes in the 
sin bin, it proved costly - for the hitherto 
back-pedalling South Africans hit back with 
a second converted touchdown for a haul of 
14 points - exactly as was the case in 
Durban - at a stroke reducing the Welsh 
lead to three points and making the halftime 
score 14-17. 

It could, of course, have been much worse 
and with Wales thankfully restored to their 
full complement, they resumed their all-out 
offensive after the interval - and were 
rewarded when hooker Ken Owens forced 
his way over near the posts for Biggar to 
add the easy conversion. 

Steyn promptly hit back with a penalty, 
but when the increasingly desperate South 
Africans were again penalised, Biggar 
slotted over to further widen the score-line 
to 17-27. 

When inspirational skipper Alun Wyn 


Jones was taken out in the air {which surely 
on consistency grounds alone should have 
brought a red card, for it was potentially a far 
more serious incident than Welsh skipper Sam 
Warburton^s red card dismissal in the Rugby 
World Cup), Wales seemed to be heading for 
that historic win at long last - with the 
scoreboard now amazingly reading 17-30. 

Then with just eight minutes remaining to 
the final whistle, lurking danger man Willie 
le Roux, who had tormented Wales in the 
first test at Durban, struck again, gliding 
sinuously through for a try converted by 
Steyn, to narrow the margin to six points at 
24-30. 

Now with time fast running out, both sides 
knew that just one converted Springbok try 
would yet decide the outcome of a match 
that for so long had not seemed in doubt. 

And so it proved, with the dramatic 
scenes at the end, as the referee ignored 
Alun Wyn’s protests and ran to the posts to 
award the second penalty try that finally 
sank their hopes. There was a strong sense 
of deja vu, as not for the first time Wales had 
seen a big southern hemisphere scalp slip 
tantalisingly through their fingers, just when 
they thought it was within their grasp. 

The bitterly disappointed Welsh camp 
could be forgiven for giving way to despair, 
knowing that if the situation had been 
reversed, there was no way a southern 
hemisphere side would have failed to close 
out a match after building a 30-17 lead, with 
the clock counting down to the final 
minutes. 

It has been an all too familiar story in 
recent years, and Gatland’s concern is 
understandable, with the Rugby World Cup 
starting to loom on the distant horizon. 

However, Nelsprit has confirmed his belief 
that, despite all the turbulence and 
distractions on and off the field that have 
plagued Welsh rugby recently, he still has a 
highly-competitive squad fully capable of 
mounting a realistic challenge in 2015.
